NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—After it 
had not been heard for seven hours, 
the voice of Harry Richman, wha 
is flying across the Atlantic with 
his pilot, Dick Merrili, «came 
through to radio stations in Amer- 
ica at 10:05 a. m. today. 

Both the Eastern Air Lines sta- 
tion at Newark, N. J., directing the 
flight, and Press Wireless, Inc., re- 
ported hearing the radio telephone 
of the Merrill-Richman plane, Lady 
Peace, at the same moment. 

Neither radio station was able to 
make out what was being said, al- 
though the voice was identified as 
Richman’s. Static conditions pre- 
vented an attempt at conversation. 

At that time, it was estimated, 
the Lady Peace should have been 
about 2500 miles out from England, 
headed for Floyd Bennett Field, 
Brooklyn, and a landing some time 
after 4 p. m. 

The flyers were making the return 
flight on their roundtrip to London 
from New York. Apparently they 
were receiving their radio guidance 
without difficulty since they were 
attempting to answer calls made 
at other than the scheduled periods. 

Technical experts of Eastern Air 
Lines, of which Merrill is senior 
pilot, kept an ali-night watch at 
the radio. 

One watcher said: “Dick and 
Harry seem to have just about per- 
fect weather, from the looks of the 
map. The chart shows tail winds 
of 25 to 30 miles an hour for them 
from about 500 miles east of Cape 
Race, all the way to New York. At 
7 a. m. they should have been en- 
tering about two hours of rain.”

MAN WHO TriREW 
PISTOL NEAR KING 
GETS ONE YEAR 


George Andrew McMahon 
Testifies Agent of ‘For- 


eign Power’ Wanted Him 
to Shoot Edward VIII. 


SAYS HE PRETENDED 
TO CARRY OUT PLOT 


Declares He Kept War Of- 
fice Posted on Conspir- 


acy—Iwo Charges 
Against Him Dropped. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 14.—George An- 

drew McMahon was found guilty 
today of producing a revolver near 
King Edward VIII with intent “to 
alarm His Majesty.” He was sen- 
tenced to 12 months’ imprisonment 
at hard labor. 
McMahon was acquitted of two 
charges placed against him after 
he “slithered” a loaded revolver at 
the King as he rode in a military 
procession on Constitution Hill July 
16. 

The Irish-Scot prisoner ‘sstified 
“a foreign power” had wanted him 
to shoot the King on an earlier 
occasion and had tried to enlist 
him as a spy against Great Britain. 

Attorney-General Sir Donald Som- 
ervell, suggesting McMahon had 
“imagined” the tale »f a plot, de- 
clared the defendant had tried to 
get a promise of £1000 ($5000) from 
the Government before going into 
“details” to secret service men. 


The Judge led McMahon a 
“misguided person” and said he did 
not intend to glorify him as a “sort 
of fancy hero.” ’ 

He did, however, assert he be- 
lieved the prisoner intended no 
harm to the King. 


McMahon’s Testimony. 


McMahon testified the King was 
to have been shot on the ceremonial 


June 23, and that he was to receive 
£150 ($750) for doing the shooting. 

The prisoner said he had told 
the British War Office of the al- 
leged plot. Sitting in the witness 
box, he wrote on a piece of paper— 
which was handed to the judge, 
jury and  Attorney-General-—the 
name of the person “in the Em- 
bassy of the foreign power” who, he 
Said, approached him. 

If necessary, he declared, he could 
give a description of the way he 
entered the Embassy, the inside of 
he Embassy, and the room in which 
he discussed the so-called plot. 

After 10 or 12 witnesses had taken 
the stand, most of them agreeing 
McMahon would have had time, had 
he so wanted, to fire his revolver at 
the King from the crowd on Con- 
stitution Hill, the trial judge in- 
structed a verdict of acquittal on 
the two most serious charges 
against the defendant. None of the 
witnesses said McMahon tried to 
aim the pistol. 


McMahon, taking, the witness 
stand after the noom recess, assert- 
ed he had kept in touch with the 
War Office, reported negotiations 
connected with the “plot,” and ac- 
cepted money from. the “foreign 
Power,” giving the numbers of the 
notes to authorities. 

The conspiracy, he related, called 
for nine persons to accompany him 
to the trooping of the colors, so he 
could escape. 


With the failure of this attempt, 
King Edward was to have been shot 
on his recent visit to France—which 
took place while McMahon was be- 
ing held for the July pistol incident, 
he declared. 


“Certain Baron” Involved. 


The first inkling of the identity 
of the “foreign Power” was brought 
out in the trial when the prisoner 
testified he was introduced to a 
“certain Baron,” evidently in the 
diplomatic service, whom he said 
he visited both at an embassy and 
in a private home. 

McMahon pleaded with the Court 

to send him to prison to protect 
him from those whom, he said, he 
had betrayed by failing to carry 
out the deed. 
“I want to go to prison,” he cried, 
fingering the rail of the dock. “I 
want you to give me the heaviest 
sentence you possibly can. It is 
only by remaining in prison that I 
can savé my life from the people 
whom I have given away.” 

Admission by the defendant that 
all the testimony concerning the 
Constitution Hill incident was “sub- 
stantially true” became rapidly 
eclipsed as McMahon, speaking in 
a subdued voice, continued to give 
details of his new story.

NEW GRAND JURY 

INSTRUCTED Td 
60 T0 BOTTOM OF 
VOTING. FRAUDS 


Members of Panel Decide 
to Devote Four Full 
Days a Week to Their 
Work Instead of Usual 
Two Half-Days. 


JUDGE KIRKWOOD 
DELIVERS CHARGE 


‘“‘We Must Have Honest 
and Fair Elections at All 
Costs,” He Says—Some 
of Inquisitors ‘‘Practical- 


ly Drafted.” 


The September term grand jury, 
which was impaneled today, and 
which will investigate the election 
and registration frauds exposed by 
the Post-Dispatch, was told by Cir- 
cuit Judge Robert J. Kirkwood that 
it should go to the bottom of the 
frauds. To do this, he said, four 
or five meetings a week, instead of 


the two half-day sessions, customa- 
rily held by grand juries, will be 
necessary. 

Followinge these directions, the 
new grand jury decided to give four 
full days a week to its work. It will 
meet first at 2 p. m. tomorrow, to 
consider routine matters, and will 
take up the vote fraud inquiry 
Wednesday at 10 a. m., and con- 
tinue it Thursday. It will meet 
thereafter at 10 a. m. on Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday. 
Previous grand juries have usually 
held afternoon sessions twice a 
week, 

Circuit Attorney Franklin Méil- 
ler said the first matter presented 
to the grand jury in the election 
fraud cases would relate to the pri- 
mary of Aug. 4. 

“Practically Drafted.” 

Judge Kirkwood said he “prac- 
tically had to draft” some of the 
members of the body, and added, “I 
hope you will not hold this against 
me, as I must do my duty as I 
see it, and you must do your duty 
as you see it, It will mean a finan- 
cia’ sacrifice, but as good citizens 
you should not complain. This is an 
extraordinary grand jury, and you 
will have more work, probably, 
than any other grand jury in many 
years. 

“Most of your time will be con- 
sumed in the investigation of elec- 
tion irregularities which appeared 
in the last primary, the (riverfront 
memorial) bond election and the 
primary prior to that (1934) and 
you should go into these matters 
thoroughly and impartially. 

Politics Not Considered. 

“It has been my honest endeavor 
to select a grand jury free of poli- 
tics. I do not know what your 
politics are and I do not care. I 
have tried to select men not parti- 
san Democrats nor partisan Re- 
publicans, but men who would do 
their duty as they,saw it. 

“Ordinary grand juries sit twice 
a week, usually on Tuesday and 
Thursday, but in this case if you 
only sit twice a week, I am afraid 
you won’t accomplish anything at 
all. You probably will sit four or 
five days a week, if you expect to 
accomplish anything. I know you 
will not complain of the work, be- 
cause you are rendering a public 
service. : 

“We must have this thing cleaned 
vw one way or the other. I don’t 
know how bad the situation is, but 
it is for you men to determine, and 
let the people of our city know just 
how bad it is. 

“We must have honest and fair 
elections. Dishonest and unfair 
elections strike at the very founda- 
tion of a free democracy and they 
are in my opinion the sure road to 
a rebellion on the part of the peo- 
ple. 

“I feel quite sure that the ma- 
jority of the people of the Demo- 
cratic party and of the Republican 
party want fair and honest elec- 
tions, and fair and honest elections 
must be had at any and all costs.”

“The Soviets are strong and pre- 
pared. When the time comes it will 
provide a bitter disappointment for 
those who suffer such hysterical 
dreams.”

SPAIN REPORTS FASCIST PLOT 
TO KILL PRESIDENT, PREMIER 


Says Government Nipped Conspir- 
acy to Assassinate Ali of Higher 
Officials,

MADRID, Sept. 14.—Government 
forces reported today secret police 
had thwarted an alleged Fascist 
plot to assassinate President Man- 
uel Azana and Premier Francisco 
Largo Caballero. Anti-espionage po- 
lice said most of the ranking offi- 
cials of the Spanish Government 
were to have been killed by the al- 
leged plotters. 

They named among the intended 
victims the Communist Deputy, 
Dolores Ibarruri (La Pasionara), 
Gen. Mulio Mangada and Indalecio 
Prieto, Minister of Air and Navy.

Crime Discovered When Woodsman 
Finds Girl, 3, Starving in

MOSCOW, Sept. 14.—Vera Yelina, 
an elderly woman living at Bob- 
rovka, near Sverolovsk, was sen- 
tenced to death yesterday for doing 
away with infant orphans whom 
she and her daughter had taken to 
rear. The daughter was ordered im- 
prisoned for 10 years. 

The woman had been granted a 
State bounty for each child she 
took. The Government charged 
she abandoned them in railroad 
stations and forests but kept on re- 
ceiving money for their upkeep and 
education. The crime was discov- 
ered when a woodsman found a 
three-year-old girl near death from 
starvation in a hole covered by 
branches in the depths of a forest.

The Post-Dispatch in its cone 
tinuing inquiry into fraud in the 
riverfront bond issue election of s 
year ago, today presents the re- 
sults of a house-to-house canvass 
made by reporters in four pré+ 
cincts of the Twenty-first Ward, 
the home ward of Robert EB. Han- 
negan, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee. In these 
precincts the official recorded vote 
was 1486 “yes” and §2 “no,” but 
reporters found 321 who had 
voted “no.” 

These precincts were the first 
in which an exhaustive canvass 
was made by the Post-Dispatch, 
In them 2409 persons were regis- 
tered voters at the time of the 
bond issue election and of these, 
1684 were interviewed by re- 
porters. The others could not be 
reached. More than 400 were re- 
ported to have moved and 20 were 
reported to have died. 

Fraud in 19 “Yes” Wards. 

Previously the Post-Dispatch 
had established fraud in every one 
of the 19 wards in which the 
riverfront bonds were approved by 
making a test canvass in a sample 
precinct, but in these instances the 
check was carried forward only 
far enough to find out whether 
more “no” votes were cast than 
were certified, and nothing like a 
check of the entire voting list was 
made. 


The four precincts canvassed in 
Hannegan’s ward, which were re- 
corded as favoring the bond issue 
by a vote of more than 28 to 1, 
were the Fourth, Ninth, Twelfth 
and Twenty-first. They are North 
St. Louis neighborhoods of varied 
character. A goodly number of 
home owners live there, and there 
are sections in which low rent flats 
and apartments predominate. 

In addition to the four precincts 
which were canvassed exhaustive- 
ly, the Post-Dispatch last week told 
of fraud ir. the Thirteenth Precinct 
of the ward recorded as voting 751 
to 11 in favor of the bonds. There 
a partial test canvass resulted in 
discovery of 14 persons who had 
voted “no.” 

Election Judge’s Story. 

J. H. Jaeger, 3959 Sullivan ave- 
nue, one of the Ninth Precinct res- 
idents who signed an affidavit that 
he voted “no,” served as a Republic- 
an election judge in that precinct, 
which was recorded as voting in 
favor of the bonds, 317 to 10. Jae- 
ger said to a Post-Dispatch report- 


,er that his Democratic associates 


refused to permit him to par te 
in the counting, but that he had 
seen at least 25 “no” ballots. 

“All the ballots were properly 
dropped in the box, because I was 
watching that part of it,” Jaeger 
said.

SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain, Sept. 
14.—Gen.: Emilo Mola's Fascist 
rebel troops raised the red and 


gold flag of the old monarchy over 

this capital of Guipuzcoa province 

yesterday. 

The last refugees quit the north- 
ern Bay of Biscay resort city at 
noon as insurgent Moorish troops 
movéd through the city. 

Men and materials were moved 
up from the former battle front of 
Renteria to establish a new base of 
operations within San Sebastian, 
once the center of Spanish Govern- 
ment resistance in the Bay of Bis- 
cay region. 

The insurgents spread systemat- 
ically throughout the city, detach- 
ments occupied the telephone and 
telegraph buildings, the Governor’s 
palace and the railroad station. 

They found the city largely de- 
serted and went about their occu- 
pation mostly in silence, greeted 
only by the cheers of middle-class 
residents, the only element of the 
city’s population remaining. 

Colonel Enters City. 

Col. Jose Beorlegui entered the 
city ceremoniously by automobile 
at 6 p. m. He was still suffering 
from the arm wound he suffered 
when he led a battalion of Foreign 
Legionnaires against Irun. 

Later he attended a review of 
troops in San Sebastian and then 
watched the hoisting of the flag to 
the tower of the Church of Santa 
Maria. 

When the Fascists discovered the 
city virtually deserted by Govern- 
ment militiame and its civil pop- 
ulation, the first move of many of 
the officers was to go to their sum- 
mer homes to see if they had been 
damaged. 

Many Anarchists Killed. 

The only buildings burned were 
the paper factory and two _resi- 
dences. Police and Basque Nation- 
alists had kept blazes set by anar- 
chists from spreading while the 
city was being evacuated. Basques 
are reported to have killed many 
anarchists trying to loot stores. 

The workers’ districts were al- 
most uninhabited when the Fas- 
cists arrived. The fleeing residents 
had carried as much of their pos- 
sessions as they could and had 
started toward Bilbao, 50 miles to 
the west. 

Thanksgiving services were held 
today, the Bishop of Pamplona of- 
ficiating. 

Some insurgents predicted Col. 
Beorlegui would order an immedi- 
ate attack against new Government 
positions, Others, however, 
thought he would give the troops a 
long rest, while artillery, munitions 
and other supplies were moved up 
from Irun and Renteria. 

Panic Among Defenders. 

Jose Ortega, son of the Governor 
of San Sebastian, declared panic 
broke out among defenders of San- 
ta Barbara Fort and was directly 
responsible for the occupation of 
San Sebastian by the insurgents. 

Ortega, who caught the last boat 
to France before the Fascists en- 
tered the city, said the forts and 
garrisons had plenty of ammuni- 
tion, but it was unused because 29 
machine gunners suddenly took to 
their heels about noon Saturday. 

The Fascists, he said, immediate- 
ly entered the fort, which dominat- 
ed the city, and their possession of 
it made it useless for Government 
defenders to offer any further re- 
sistance. 

It was learned that the decision 
by Government forces to abandon 
San Sebastian was reached at a 
stormy session of the city’s War 
Council Saturday. 

Gov. Antonio Ortega explained 
that the militiamen were without 
munitions and demoralized by the 
fall of Irun and demanded that the 
city be evacuated immediately. 

The anarchists, whose shouts of 
objection could. be heard outside 
the council hall, were arrested. The 
more conservative Basques were 
in the majority and supported the 
Governor. 

Gov. Ortega announced that the 
Government's first line of defense 
now would be at Orio, six miles 
west of San ‘Sebastian. 

“We now are manufacturing 
arms and munitions at top speed at 
Bilboa,” Ortega said, and “we hope 
that with 10 days of rest for the 
militiamen we will have manufac- 
tured enough equipment to take to 
the offensive.” 

Sniping During Retreat. 

Government troops, their retreat 
slowed by congestion in the port 
and a traffic jam on the road to 
Bilboa, sniped at the advancing in- 
Surgents as they fied. 

Gov. Ortega and his staff board- 
ed a yacht to go to new headquar- 
ters at Zumaya, about 15 miles 
= of San Sebastian. 

© military radio station was 
transported there in trucks and 
Government leaders planned to 
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San Sebastian on the road to Bil- 
boa. 

Hundreds of women and children 
were evacuated in trucks and of- 
ficials estimated that 10,000 civil- 
jans and foreigners left San Se- 
bastian in addition to the fighting 
forces. 

The Popular Front War Commit- 
tee moved to Motrico, a fishing vil- 
lage near Deva, 20 miles west of 
San Sebastian.

Large Supply of Bank Notes Left 
in San Sebastian Bank. 
HENDAYE, France, Sept. 14.— 
Insurgent Spanish officials at Irun 
said last night the Fascists, on 
entering San Sebastian, found the 
Government forces had left between 
50,000,000 and 60,000,000 pesetas in 
bank notes in vaults of a branch 

of the Bank of Spain. 

(At the peseta’s nominal] quota- 
tion of 13.6 cents, the reported find 
would be worth between $6,800,000 
and $8,160,000.) 

The vaults of several private 
banks were dynamited by the Gov- 
ernment forces, Fascist officials 
declared, but the branch of the 
Bank of Spain was not disturbed. 


VESSEL CARRYING REFUGEES 
FROM SPAIN REACHES BOSTON 


Paris-Born American Youth Tells 
of Children Being Killed by 
‘ Bombs at Granada. 

BOSTON, Sept. 14.—Among refu- 
gees from Spain arriving aboard the 
S. S. Excalibur of the American 
Export Lines today was Phillip Jor- 
dain Jr., 19 years old, Paris-born 
American, who told of bombs rain- 
ing on the Washington Irving Ho- 
tel where he stayed in Granada. 

Five children were killed as they 
played in the hotel lobby and he 
and a Spanish youth risked their 
lives to take an expectant mother 
to a hospital, he said. 

Jordain, whose father is Spanish 
head of a large oil company, _ es- 
caped by plane to Seville and by 
automobile to Gibraltar. He has 
never been in the United States be- 
fore.

and removed the padlock when 
he learned that the auditorium had 
been rented for a meeting.

MADRID, Sept. 14.—Government 
forces in the Talavera de la Reina 
sector repulsed a Fascist attack, 
the War Ministry said today, and 
maintained their positions in the 
battlefield west of Toledo. 

Nine mortars, 10 machine guns 
and 60 rifles were reported cap- 
tured by the Government militia- 
men following a skirmish with 
Fascists near Arenas de San Pedro. 

The Government announced yes- 
terday its forces had captured 
seven towns in the provinces of 
Madrid, Toledo and Avila, to the 
south and west of the capital. 

The villages were taken, it was 
said, in an effort to encircle Fascist 
columns moving northeast toward 
the capital in the sector between 
Talvara de la Reina and Santa 
Olalla. Success of the operation 
would put Government troops in 
strategic position on both flanks of 
the rebels advancing on Madrid. 
The Loyalists are awaiting rein- 
forcements from Catalonia—4000 
militiamen who evacuated the Med- 
iterranean island of Majorca. 

Reports of Other Fighting. 

Official reports said Government 
columns had occupied new positions 
in the Somos Mountains on the 
Guadarrama front northeast of the 
capital. 

In the far northwestern provinces 
of Coruna and Lugo, the Govern- 
ment reported, armed civilians have 
concentrated in the mountains and 
have attacked insurgent positions. 
Government troops, it was re 
ported, renewed*their march in the 
far northern Leon Province after 
a two-day rest, and drove back a 
Fascist column attacking Siguenza, 
north of the Guadarrama range. 
On the southern front, Govern- 
ment troops were reported to have 
fortified positions captured in the 
Guadix sector. 
More than 200 bombs were 
dropped on Northern Oviedo by 
the Government forces, the War 
Ministry said, 
Advices from Valencia said 11 
persons sentenced to death by a 
popular tribunal had been executed. 
Truce Move at Alcazar. 
Diplomats accredited to the Ma- 
drid Government sought to obtain 
the release of women and children 
held in the Alcazar at Toledo by 
Fascists who have been besieged 
for eight weeks by Government 
forces. 
The diplomatic efforts were led 
by Aurelio Morgado, Chilean Am- 
bassador. His colleagues included 
Edgardo Perez Quesada, Argentine 
Charge d’Affaires; Henry Helfant, 
Rumanian commercial attache, and 
the Rumanian Charge d’Affaires, 
Zanesco. 
Morgado, after a conference with 
Premier Francisco Largo Caballero, 
appealed to the Fascists in the 
Alcazar to suspend hostilities for a 
discussion of the projected release. 
Their efforts, however, brought no 
reply from the fort and the diplo- 
mats left the vicinity. 
The attempt was approved by the 
Premier, who told Morgado “if 
your intercession fails, the Govern- 
ment would be compelled to take 
energetic measures, much to its re- 
gret.”

Los Angeles Police Find En- 
dearing References to Her 
Secretary in Diary.

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 14.— Notes 
from the diary of Mrs. Anna Powell 
Crookshank, 78 years old and 
wealthy, were read today by the 
police homicide squad investigating 
her death. While the county chemist 
conducted an examination to deter- 
mine whether Mrs, Crookshank 
died of natural causes, as origin- 
ally thought, her 21-year-old secre- 
tary, Thaddeus Pickens, was held 
as a material witness. 

Passages in a black-kid notebook 
in Mrs. Crookshank’s effects de 
scribed her thoughts and hopes that 
“Thad” would never be guilty of 
forgetfulness toward her. 

Written while Pickens was visit- 
ing Chicago on an excursion with 
Mrs. Crookshank’s personal chauf- 
feur, one passage, detectives said, 
read: 

“Precious, do not let me have 2 
moment’s suspicion of infidelity. 
Spare me! Lost confidence can 
never be regained. You will not 
take my sunshine away from me— 
you could not be that cruel to me. 
If I just knew where you were! 
I wonder if you are as lonesome 
as I am. Can [I wait another 
week? I'll never let you go so far 
away again . hear me?” 

At Pickens’ apartment, where he 
painted, modeled in clay and wrote 
poetry while he received $140 a 
month from Mrs. Crookshank, de-

Former School Board Employe 
and Election Commissioner 
Succumbs. at 85. 


James Yeatman Player, who had 
been in public service since 1875, 
when he entered employ of the 
Board of Education, almost  con- 
tinuously until 1933, when he re- 
tired from the Board of Election 
Commissioners, died of heart dis- 
ease yesterday at the home of his 


daughter, Mrs, W. Preston Graves 
of Florissant. 

After 22 years withthe Board of 
Education, Mr. Player was City 
Comptroller for three terms and, 
later, a member of the State Tax 
Commission and for three terms 
member of the Election Board. 

Born in Nashville, Tenn., 85 years 
ago today, Mr. Player was educated 
in the East and came here as a 
young man, getting a job in a bank. 
Then he went to Philadelphia, re- 
maining for three years and _ re- 
turning here in 1875, 

He held various positions with 
the Board of Education, including 
those of secretary to the superin- 
tendent and secretary-treasurer of 
the board, until 1897, when he en- 
tered the real estate business. He 
was elected Comptroller on the 
Democratic ticket in 1901 when 
Rolla Wells became Mayor. He 
was re-elected in 1905 and again in 
1913. In 1917 he was appointed a 
member of the State Tax Commis- 
sion by Gov. Frederick D. Gardner. 
He served for four years. 

Mr. Player’s first appointment to 
the Election Board was by Gov. 
Arthur M. Hyde in February, 1921. 
He was reappointed four years ‘ater 
by Gov. Sam A. Baker and again 
in 1929 by Gov. Henry S. Caulfield. 
After his retirement in 1933 he made 
his home with Mrs. Graves. His 
wife, Mrs. Susan Polk Player, died 
in 1931. He was a nephew of the 
late James E. Yeatman, for whom 
Yeatman High School was named. 

Surviving him, in addition to 
Mrs. Graves, are three sons, George 
P. Player of Westphalia, Mo., James 
Y. Player Jr. of New York and T. 
T. Player of Houston, Tex., and 
another daughter, Miss Sally Play- 
er of Florissant.

MINNESOTA, DIES 


Early Adherent of Co-Op- 
erative and Farmer-La- 
bor Movements Succumbs 


to Pneumonia. 


IMMIGRATED FROM 
SWEDEN IN 1890'S 


Elected to Upper Cham- 
ber in 1923 — Defeated 
for Gubernatorial Nomi- 
nation Last June. 


By the Associated Press. 

LITCHFIELD, Minn., Sept. 14.— 
Magnus Johnson, a Swedish immi- 
grant to the Northwest in the ‘90s, 
who became a United States Con- 
gressman and Senator, died early 
yesterday. He would have been 75 
years old next Saturday. 


Stricken with pneumonia Aug. 
23, Mr. Johnson was taken to a hos- 
pital here from his home in Kim- 
hall. He rallied last week until Fri- 
day, when his condition took a sud- 
den turn for the ~orse. 

Heart stimulants were adminis- 
tered and he was placed under an 
oxygen tent, but lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness last night and died at 
3:91 2. m. Members of his family, 
including the widow, were at the 
bedside. 

Joined Farmer-Labor Movement. 

Soon after he established a home- 
stead in Meeker County, Minn., aft- 
er working several years as a Wis- 
consin lumberjack, Mr. Johnson in- 
terested himself in co-operatives 
and the Farmer-Labor movement, 

He served in both houses of the 
Minneosta Legislature and in 1923 
was elected to the United States 
Senate to fill out the unexpired term 
of the late Knute Nelson. 

When the former Senator was de- 
feated for the governorship of Min- 
nesota in 1926 by Theodore Chris- 
tianson, the Republican. senatorial 
candidate, he returned to his 
farm. The Farmer-Laborite, known 
throughout the State for his pictur- 
esque. language and use of the ex- 
clamation, “Py golly,” returned to 
the palitical wars in 1932. 

Running for Congress against 26 
others in a race in which nine “at 
large” seats were to be filled, John- 
son was first with 388,616 votes. As 
a Representative he supported 
President Roosevelt and voted for 
most New Deal measures. 

He was defeated for re-election 
in 1934 by Harold Knutson, and in 
the primary last June lost the 
Farmer-Labor gubernatorial nomi- 
nation to Senator Elmer Benson. 


Elected to Senate in 1923. 


Johnson attracted nation-wide at- 
tention, when in 1923 as a dirt 
farmer he was elected to the 
United States Senate. He engaged 
in milking and woodchopping con- 
tests with Washington's bigwigs, in- 
cluding Secretary of Agriculture 
Henry C. Wallace, father of the 
present Secretary. 

Son of a boat captain, Magnus 
Johnson was born in Varmiand, 
Sweden, Sept. 19, 1871. In his teens 
he was a sailor, then became a 
giass blower. 

It was in his homeland that 
he became interested in the 
political labor movement. 

Nineteen years old when he ar- 
rived in America, he went to Wis- 
consin and worked as a lumberjack. 

In 1894 he became a homesteader 
in Meeker County, Minnesota. 
Years of hard work provided him 
one of the best farms in the 
county. Johnson became a citizen 
in 1899. 

During his early years in Minne- 
sota Mr. Johnson held many county 
and township offices, and i 1914 
Meeker County sent him to the 
Legislature as a Representative. 

That was the beginning of a long 
— in State and national poli-

EDWIN R. THOMAS, PIONEER 
AUTO MANUFACTURER DIES 


Made Thomas Fiyer That Covered 
13,341 Miles of Dirt Road and 
Trail in 1908 Race. 
By the Associated Press. 
BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 14.—Ed- 
win Ross Thomas, 85 years old, of 
Miami Beach, Fla., pioneer auto- 
mobile manufacturer, died yester- 
day. He was making his annual 
visit to a brother, Fred W. Thomas. 
In 1908 his Thomas Flyer cov- 
ered 13,341 miles of dirt road and 
trail in an “around the world” en- 
durance race starting from Times 
Square, New York City, and was 
the only car to finish. Five other 
entries, all foreign, quit early. 
He was born in Webster, Pa., 
and lived as a youth in Evansville, 
Ind. In 1895, Mr. Thomas and 
A. H. Lozier of Toronto, Ontario, 
began the manufacture of bicycles 
and later a few automobiles in 
Canada. In 1899 he was credited 
with making the first practical mo- 
tor bicycle for road use. He came 
to Buffalo in 1900 and made the 
“Thomas” until 1911, when he re- 
tired from active business.

OF HOLDING FIRM ACT 


Government Contends Electric 
Bond & Share Has Not 
Proved Damage. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—The first 
major test to determine the con- 


stitutionality of the holding com- 
pany act got under way today 
when the Securities and Exchange 
Commission filed its brief against 
the Electric Bond & Share Co. in 
the Southern District Federal Court 
of New York. 

The company, which serves 10 
per cent of all the electricity buy- 
ers in the United States, declined 
to register under the holding com- 
pany act, and challenged its con- 
stitutionality. Suit to compel it to 
register was instituted by the com- 
mission last November. 

The company based its refusal to 
register on the ground it would be 
“irreparably injured.” This the 
commission denied in its brief to- 
day. The commission asked the 
court to restrain the company from 
acting in interstate commerce be- 
cause it has violated the law in re- 
fusing to register. 

The commission's brief was pre- 
pared by John J. Burns, General 
Counsel; Robert H. Jackson, As 
sistant Attorney General; John J. 
Abt, Special Counsel, and Benja- 
min V. Cohen and Thomas G. Cor- 
coran, special assistants to the At- 
torney General, together with nine 
other lawyers. 

“Defendants have unclean hands,” 
the brief says, “because their 
prayer for affirmative relief is 
predicated on the fact that they 
have refused, without legal justifi- 
cation, to register.” 

“Defendants have unclean hands 
because of their representations to 
the Congress,” another section read, 
referring to the testimony before 
the House committe by 8. R. Inch, 
president of Electric Bond & Share 
when, the brief alleged, he declared 
“We are not opposed to any proper 
regulation which may be necessary 
for the protection of either inves- 
tors or rate payers.” 

Finally, the brief deelared the de- 
fendants “have failed to prove that 
they have been damaged, irrepar- 
ably or otherwise, either by the act 
or by any action or threat of action 
by the plaintiff or by any cross- 
defendant and, therefore, are not 
entitled to relief in equity.” 

The brief reminded the Court the 
only issue before it was the validity 
of sections 4 (A) and 5 of the aft 
as applied to the defendants. These 
sections state that where a holding 
company maintains its control over 
subsidiaries and carries on its busi- 
ness through Federal channels of 
communication or commerce, the 
controlling company must register. 
The commission noted that al- 
though the process of registration 
puts no burden upon the Electric 
Bond & Share, and “waives, im- 
pairs, or prejudices nome of their 
rights to set up at any time the 
unconstituttonality of any provi- 
sion of the act or the invalidity of 
any rule, regulation, or order there- 
under as applied to them, the de- 
fendants have refused to file a sim. 


RUSSIANS COMPLETE 
U. S.-MOSCOW FLIGHT 


Levanevsky and Levchenko 
Were Mapping New Route 
Through Arctic. |

MOSCOW, Sept. 14.—The Russian 
flyers, Sigismund Levanevsky and 
Victor Levchenko, landed at - the 
Moscow airport yesterday, complet- 
ing a trail-blazing Arctic route from 
California. 

The flyers, who started their 
6000.mile flight from Los Angeles, 
Aug. 5, were greeted by Pres- 
ident V. M. Molotoff of the People’s 
Council of Commissars. 

They had, Molotoff asserted, ful- 
filled one of the greatest flights in 
the history of the Soviet aviation. 

Thousands of citizens lined the 
streets to cheer the aviators as they 
drove into the city to be greeted by 
other Government leaders. 

Their flight was hailed by Soviet 
officials as the first step toward 
early inaugural of a Russo-United 
States air*route through the Arctic. 

The flyers landed at 4:15 p. m., 
Moscow time. 

Levanevsky was awarded 25,000 
rubles (about $5000) and the labor 
red banner. Levchenko was-given 
35,000 rubles (about $3000) and the 
Order of Lenin. 

Dictator Joseph Stalin wired, 
“fraternal greetings to the brave 
sons of the fatherland. I congrat- 
ulate you on the successful fulfill- 
ment of your historic flight.”

POPE CALS FO 
MILITANT FHT 
ON COMMUNISM 


Says These Forces, in 
Spain and Elsewhere 
Menace ‘All Order, Cul-) 
ture and Civilization. 


‘UTTERCHAOS UNLESS 
BREACH IS REPAIRED’. 


He Urges World to ‘Op- 
pose These Great Evils 
With Every Possible | 
Remedy and Barrier.’

CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy, | 
Sept. 14—Pope Pius XI gave his | 
blessing today to a militant defense 
against the “mad” forces of Com- 
munism. 

Declaring these forces menaced, 
in Spain and eisewhere, “the very 
foundations of all order, all culture 
end ali civilization,” he neverthe- 
less pardoned the Spanish killers 
of bishops and priests and called 
on the constituted authorities of all 
nations to “oppose these great evils 
with every remedy and barrier that 
is possible.” 

He foresaw “utter chaos if those 
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not hasten to repair the breach—if, 
indeed, it is not already too late.” 

Five hundred Spanish refugees 
were in the throne room of the 
papal villa when the Pope entered. 
He tendered them his greetings and 
blessings, then began his 40-minute 
speech. The address was carried 
on the Vatican rado station in a 
world broadcast. 

“Defense Difficult, Dangerous.” 

Although making a plea for a 
militant defense, the Pope  ac- 
knowledged such would be “both 
difficult and dangerous, for it is 
only too easy for the very ardor 
and difficulty of defense to go to 
an excess which is not wholly war- 
ranted.” 

Nevertheless, he said, the crisis 
in Spain is a “school in which the 
most serious lesson is being taught 
to Europe and to the whole world— 
to a world now at last wholly 
steeped, ensnared and threatened 
by subversive propaganda, and 
more especially to a Europe bat- 
tered and shaken to its very founda- 
tion.” 

These forces, he said, “once they 
have seduced and stirred up the 
masses, aim at nothing less than 
arming them and throwing them 
madly against every form of institu- 
tion, human and divine. 

“And how can this awful consum- 
mation fail to be inevitable—and 
that, in the most aggravated condi- 
tions and proportions—if, out of 
false calculation and self interest 
and because of ruinous rivalry and 
egoistic pursuit of particular su- 
premacy, those who have a duty in 
the matter do not hasten to repair | 
the breach—if, indeed, it is not al-'| 
ready too late?” | 


Horrified by War in Spain. 


With intense feeling, he expressed 
his deep horror at what he called 
the “fratricidal war” in Spain. He 
declared “it has been well said that 
the blood of a single man, shed by 
the hand of his brother, is more | 
than enough for all time and for | 
the whole earth; what is to be said 
when we are face to face with the | 
stories of brothers killing brothers, | 
which are daily being told?” | 

Saying the Catholic church is the | 
bulwark against Communism, the | 
Pope asserted “the Catholic religion | 
is the one real obstacle in the way 
of those forces which have already 
given. a sample and measure of 
themselves in subversive attacks of | 
every kind and order from Russia 
to China, from Mexico to South 
America.” | 

Apparently referring to Nazi 
Germany, he said: “The Catholic 
Press has been persistently  sus- 
pected and increasingly hampered, 
while every freedom and favor, or | 
at least complete toleration, has 
been shown to the press of those 
whose mission and purpose, it 
would seem, is to spread confusion 
among ideas and to mislead by fal- 
sifying facts, a press which does 
not hesitate to proclaim a new 
Christianity and a religion of new | 
coinage.” 

A curious feature of the speech, | 
which was delivered in ltalian and. 
transiated in English, German, 
French and Spanish, was the fact’ 
that the Pope not once used the 
word “Communism,” although Vat- 
ican sources said the major portion | 
of it was directed against it. He| 
spoke of “forces of subversion"— | 
and the like. | 

Once, it was believed the Pope 
had in mind his own gradually | 
weakening physical forces when he) 
said: “We, ourself, are now so near | 
our day of fina) reckoning.” | 


Comment on Immorality. 


Simultaneously with his attack | 
on Communism the Pope protested | 
against “that general wave of im- | 
morality which more and more is | 
breaking down every restraint and | 
law and which seems already to | 
have quenched in so many souls | 
every sense of modesty, dignity, | 
conscience and responsibility, by | 
reason of the grave scandals which | 
are given and suffered.” 


The Pope expressed admtration 
fer the Spanish refugees and for

was all right.

Sure to Retain Boxing. 


We don't know about the cheer- 
ing in those days, but the chances 
are the side-line support at an- 
cient Olympics was just as nae 
tionally partisan as it occasional- 
ly was at Berlin. 

If attendances mean anything, 
the Olympic Games of the future 
will not delete boxing, soccer or 
polo from the calendar, for these 
Sports proved to be of intense in- 
terest to spectators. And if Po- 
land cheered hard for its boxers, 
and Germany whooped her up for 
her soccer team, what's wrong 
with that?

He was asked: 
“Are you going to turn profes- 


gional?” 

Perry replied: 

“Everybody asks that question. 
I've got so I just ignore it. I may 
turn professional in time, but not 
now.” 

Perry, who won the national 
championship at Forest Hills, N. Y., 
last Saturday, by defeating Donald 
Budge, was asked to comment on 
the upset in which Alice Marble de- 
throned Helen Hull Jacobs, nation- 
a] women's champion. He said: 

“Miss Jacobs’ defeat was due. 
She's been up there a long time. It's 
one thing to get the champion- 
ghip and another to keep it. I know. 
And besides, Miss Marble had the 
forcing shots Miss Jacobs didn't 
have. Don't forget, Alice Marble 
twice before came close to beating 
her opponent.” 

An interviewer inquired: 

Thinks Open Meets Will Come. 

“Are you tired after the trip to 
Detroit from Forest Hills right aft- 
er your strenuous match?” 

Perry retorted: 

“Tired? My goodness, no. I've 
trained for years. Why should I 
be tired? Perhaps that’s why I win. 
I believe I have a little more than 
the other fellow.” 

The subject of an open tennis 
tournament, much like the national 
open in golf, was broached. On this 
the world’s No. 1 tennis player said: 

“An open tennis tournament may 
come but not now. I don’t think it 
will come while I am playing. But 
you never know. The present men 
handling tennis in this country are 
doing a good job. The best they 
know how, which is the same way 
it was done 20 years ago. But I 
believe an open tournament is 
bound to come. Tennis players are 
willing and want to play regardless 
of whether they play against pros 
or amateurs.” 

Austin Hard Man to Beat. 

Will the United States get back 
the Davis Cup? 

“I'm not interested in when you 
people will win it back. I’m only 
interested in helping England keep 
it over there.” 

He extolled Bunny Austin, En- 
giish Davis Cup player, saying: 

“I know Austin isn’t regarded 
highly in this country, but he still 
can play a whole lot of tennis. He 
hasn't lost in the Davis Cup matches 
when it was important to win. He 
does not play very much, but he 
is hard to beat when he bears 
down.”

“I think she’s the best woman

Kansas Governor Starts 
Home—Portland Address 


Expected to Change Re- 
sults But Little

PORTLAND, . Me., Sept. 14. — 
Voters in Maine went to the polls 
today to cast what is expected to be 
g record vote and one which may 
indicate the direction of the politi- 
cal wind not only here but in the 
nation at large. 

Republicans were confident of 
large majorities and a clean sweep 
of all state and national offices. 
The demonstration of Republican 
strength will be so formidable, 
party leaders betieve, that it will 
serve as a stimulus to Republicans 
in other states. 

That, according to party strate- 
gists, was why Gov. Landon came 
here—to speak against the national 
sounding board of a victory that is 
expected to be, if not overwhelming, 
decisive beyond any doubt. In his 
address Saturday night he was 
speaking not so much to the voters 
of Maine as to the coast-to-coast 
radio audience from the vantage 
point of what is presumed to be a 
Republican stronghold. 

Landon on Return Trip. 

Gov. Landon started on the first 
stage of his return pourney to 
Topeka with a schedule which 
calls for at least seven brief talks 
from the rear platform of his spe- 
cial train in as many cities in 
New Hampshire, Massachusettes 
and New York, 

He boarded his train after a 
week-end devoted, for the most 
part, to a much needed rest as the 
guest of Senator Frederick Hale. 
He attended church with Hale and 
later the two men went for a walk 
along the quiet streets of Portland. 
With the groups that gathered 
outside the Hale house, not far 
from the center of the town, Lan- 
don was at his homely, informal 
best, posing for photographs with 
a small boy in the neighborhood, 
shaking hands, exchanging friend- 
ly greetings. 

Later in the day he motored with 
Robert B. Choate, wealthy young 
publisher of the Boston Herald, to 
the latter’s country estate, Tops- 
field, at Danvers, Mass., planning to 
go aboard his train at Nashua, N. 
H., the first stop, rather than re- 
turn here,

Hitler’s Conscript Army Shows 


Great Military 


Demonstration at Nurnberg 


400 Airplanes and 100 Tanks Take Part in 
Sham Battles as Part of Fourth Annual 
Nazi Celebration.

NURNBERG, Germany, Sept. 14. 
—Nazi Germany’s new compulsory 
service army gave its first display 
of strength with steel and motor- 
ized equipment for the benefit of 
its Fuehrer, Adolf Hitler, and hun- 
dreds of thousands of Nazis, assem- 
bled in fourth annual convention 
here today. . 
Zeppelin Meadow echoed to rifle, 
machine gun and artillery fire, 400 
war planes thundered overhead, 100 
tanks crashed through barbed wire 
entanglements, the eyes and noses 
of spectators were assailed by the 
smoke of innumerable explosions. 
The display opened with an air 
parade of hundreds of observation 
planes, trimotored bombers, two- 
motored heavy fighters and single- 
engined pursuit planes, samples of 
fighting craft selected from Ger- 
many’s 153rd, 155th and 156th Hin- 
denburg battle squadrons and the 
Horst Wessel, Richthofen and Im- 
melmann escadrilles. 
The total strength of Hitler’s new 
air force has not been disclosed, but 
this morning’s parade was a broad 
hint that thousands of other war 
planes were quietly waiting at air 
bases in other parts of Germany. 
Aerial Attack Repulsed, 

After the air parade came an 
aerial attack realistically repulsed 
by anti-aircraft guns. The whole 
battle lasted only 16 minutes. 

Then a regiment of cavalry gal- 
loped on the field led by mounted, 
massed bands, simultaneously 
shooting and galloping. 

Horse-drawn light artillery dem- 
onstrated how a battery of field 
guns can be rushed into position, 
unlimbered, aimed and fired, and 
then galloped into a new position. 

Similar demonstrations were car- 
ried out by both light and heavy 
motorized artillery. 

The most spectacular display was 
a sham attack by 100 tanks on a 
column of infantry equipped with 
anti-tank guns. Eventually’ the 
tanks won. 

When it was all over the 25,000 
participating scldiers, sailors and 
air force men paused briefly for 
lunch; then began a repetition of 
the morning show for an afternoon 
audience of 150,000 persons. 

The climax to this was a parade 
of 20,000 soldiers, 400 warplanes and 
the Zeppelin Hindenburg past Hit- 
ler, 


Address by Hitler. 

Hitler in a 10-minute address, 
said: “The future belongs solely to 
the brave. 

“For the two years I demand of 
you I will return 10 years of bet- 
ter health. What you give the 
fatherland in your youth will be 
repaid to you in old age.” 

Hitler repeated his profession of 
peaceful intentions and said, “you, 
my soldiers, have been called by the 
nation not to serve a fanatical at- 
tempt by exaggerated chauvinism 
but to keep watch over our labor, 
our people and our Deutschland. 

“IT know you will keep this watch. 
You, in turn, have the conviction 
the entire nation today stands as 
erect as you are standing before 
me. The people, the party and the 
defense force must constitute an in- 
dissoluble, sworn unit.” ‘ * 

Hitler’s Speech Yesterday. 

Germany is well armed and ready 
to defend a miracle—“the miracle 
of its own  resurrection”—Hitler 


50,000 spectators in a ceremonial 
tribute to World War dead yester- 
day. 

“Let no one be deceived!” he 
shouted. 

“We are ready at any hour.” 

The distant tolling of church 
bells emphasized the Fuehrer’s 
words as, speaking in the huge 
Luitpold grove, he dismissed with 
a phrase the material achievements 
of Nazi rule—expensive road build- 
ing and claimed reduction in unem- 
ployment. 

Resurrection of Humiliated People. 

“Our miracle, however, was res- 
urrection of a humiliated people,” 
Hitler said. 

“That miracle consisted not in 
the fact that one man arose 
(Hitler) who believed in the resur- 
rection but that millions followed 
him and went the same way. 

“That I found you, that you bore 
with me all these years—that was 
Germany’s great good fortune.”

Emphasizing that the 120,000 uni- 
formed men before him were only 
an extremely small percentage of 
his 2,500,000 Storm Troopers, his 
25,000 black uniformed “SS” 
men, not to mention the nation’s 
armament equipment, Hitler asked: 
“Who can oppose this bloc of na- 
tional determination?” 

“Our old enemy, Bolshevism, is 
vanquished within Germany but 
still active around her borders. 

“Ready at Any Hour.” 

“But let no one be deceived. We 
are ready at any hour. We all 
have one wish—to maintain peace— 
but with it goes one firm decision: 
Never to surrender Germany to that 
enemy we have come to know so 
well.” 

Referring to Spain, he said: 

“Everywhere agitators are calling 
masses together in demonstrations 
against Fascism and against Na- 
tional Socialism — demonstrations 
for supplying arms and ammunition 
and volunteers. 

“But if I should call a demonstra- 
tion it would amaze the world. Mil- 
lions upon millions would respond 
with flaming hearts.” 

In the early morning Hitler stood 
for a moment’s silence before Nurn- 
burg’s statue in memory of the na- 
tion’s war dead. 

Such a deep silence fell on the 
vast audience of 170,000 Germans 
that only the twittering of birds in 
the grove behind the monument 
could be heard. 

. Wreath Laid Beside Tomb. 

As the crowd watched intently, 
the bareheaded, coatless leader, 
wearing on his khaki shirt the iron 
cross he won as a Corporal in the 
World War, bowed his head before 
the monument and set a wreath at 
its base. 

Later the crowd split the Sab- 
bath quiet with its repeated cheers 
for its leader, Adolf Hitler, ruler 
and spokesman of the Third Reich. 

The Nazi pageantry reached the 
convention’s climax during the ral- 
lies of the storm troops, special 
guards and motor corps during the 
forenoon, 


After he honored those who died 
for Germany in the war, Hitler con- 
secrated about 150 new standards 
of the Nazi movement by touching 
them with the “blood flag” of 1923, 
the most treasured relic of the Na- 
tional Socialist movement. 

Later he stood in an open auto- 
mobile on Adolf Hitler Plaza in the 
center of the medieval city to take 
the salute for three hours from 
marching Nazi columns and forma- 
tions. 

The Luitpold Grove, a huge field 
encircled by ancient trees, was the 
setting for the day’s rites. It is 
closed at one end by the monumen- 
tal grand stand and at the other 
by the war memorial. 

Starting from early dawn, the 
brown and black shirted Hitlerites 
marched from their tent bivouacs 
to the grove, where, by 8 a. m., 
there were 86,000 storm troopers, 
18,000 special guards and _ 15,000 
active representatives of the Nazi 
motor corps. cd 

They were stationed in their 
places with an exactitude and pre- 
cision as though a space had been 
marked off for each “soldier of the 
Nazi movement.” 

Lengthy Demonstration. 

Hitler’s appearance was the sig- 
nay for a demonstration lasting sev- 
eral minutes. Finally, above the din 
of about 170,000 voices in the audi- 
ence, Der Fuehrer succeeded in 
shouting: 

“Heil, men.” 

“Heil, leader,” 
back.

— Rightists 
charged the Blum Government to- 
day with attempting to provoke a 
native uprising in French Morocco 
in the hope the rebellious movement 
would spread to Spanish Morocco 


and cause trouble for Spanish Fas- 
cist rebels. | 

Communists, on the other hand, 
declared a. Rightist ‘military coup 
was planned for Morocco “with the 
complicity of  Resident-General 
Marcel Peyrouton.” 

The Rightist newspaper Echo de 
Paris reported all chieftains of 
Abd-El-Krim, former war lord of 
the Rif, had been freed from exile 
and permitted to return. 

“Several quarters affirm the 
Government is trying to provoke 
trouble in North Morocco to harass 
both Peyrouton and Franco (Gen. 
Francisco Franco, leader of the 
Spanish insurgents),” the newspa- 
per declared. 

“Some insist revolt in the ncigh- 
boring zone would serve as an occa- 
sion for France to make war on 
the insurgents on the pretext of 
re-establishing order.” 

The Communist newspaper Hu- 
manite demanded the remvuval from 
office of the Resident-General, 
while informed sources predicted 
the Government probably would 
transfer Peyrouton, long attacked 
by the Leftists for his Rightist sen- 
timents, to another post. 
Abd-El-Krim, meanwhile, 
pealed to the Government to be 
freed from his 10-year exile and 
promised to “be useful to France” 
if permitted to return to his na- 
tive country or to settle on the 
French Mediterranean coast. Deci- 
sion on his appeal was withheld 
pending study of “the delicate sit- 
uation created In Moroco and Alge- 
ria by the Spanish civil war.” 


Blum Can’t Settle Strike. 


Premier Blum, balked in his ef- 
forts to settle the sit-down strike 
of 35,000 Lille textile workers, re- 
turned to Paris last night. 

The Premier indicated failure to 
end the strike, despite his interven- 
tion, was due to the employers. 

The employers told Blum, in- 
formed sources said, their busi- 
nesses would not stand the strain 
of a 10 per cent rise in workers’ 
salaries—one of the demands of the 
strikers—without Government aid. 

The Premier gave the employers 
24 hours in which to select a mem- 
ber of his Government to decide 
the difficulties between them and 
the striking workers. He told them 
the collective labor. contract, pro- 
vided in legislation recently enact- 
ed by Parliament, should be signed 
and the strikers should return to 
their jobs without unnecessary de- 
lay. 

Leaders of the,striking textile 
workers accused the mill owners of 
trying to force the downfall of the 
Blum Government by refusing to 
accept arbitration. Charles Bourne- 
ton, secretary of the Lille Union, 
said strike leaders told Blum, “If 
you are attacked we will defend 
you.: In two hours we are capable 
of rallying 100,000 workers.” 


Blum summoned ail signatories 
to the Matignon accord, which set- 
tled the first series: of occupation 
strikes last June, to a meeting in 
Paris. The purpose, informed 
sources said, was to reinforce the 
application of the 40-hour week and 
provisions of collective contracts.

Thousands of Communists 
marched to Pere la Chaise Cemetery 
yesterday for the unveiling of a 
memorial to Henri Barbusse, radi- 
cal French writer. The monument 
was erected with funds subscribed 
by Russian workers. 

The Communsts sang the “Inter- 
nationale” and raised their clenched 
fists in salute, as they passed the 
marble memorial over which three 
Spanish Communist militiamen 
stood guard. The Spaniards had 
escaped to France from the fall of 
Irun. 

Socialists thronged to Pershing 
Stadium, where they heard Leon 
Jouhaux, Socialist leader, and oth- 
ers at a mass meeting for “solidar- 
ity with the Spanish Government.”

HITLER FOR INDUSTRY 
ON COMPETITIVE BASIS 


Says If He Nationalized Bust. 
ness He Would Have Nothing 
But Bureaucracy.

NURNBERG, Germany, Sept. 14, 


—Germany will guard jealously the 
principle of private enterprise in 
business, Chancellor fFlitler assert- 
ed today. He denied hia plans for 
the future included placing all in- 
dustrial establishments under Gov- 
ernmental control. 

“I will never permit bureaucrati- 
zation of German industry,” he de 
clared. 

Hitler’s views on business were 
given in an informal conversation 
at Nurnberg Castle after a source 
close to the Chancellor had said a 


decree to make effective his four- 
year plan for economic independ- 
ence might be made public this 
week, 

“I am convinced there must be 
competition in business to bring the 
best to the top,” Hitler declared, 
“I could tak® over all business but 
what would I have then—nothing 
but a bureaucracy. 

Nationalization of German indus- 
try, Hitler said, would result in 
“workers and executives losing in- 
terest” in their jobs and “it would 
not be long before they would be- 
come mere jobholders expecting au- 
tomatic advancement by seniority 
instead of initiative. 

“Great improvement in manufac- 
turing processes springs from keen 
rivalry between competitors,” he 
said. 

“But does not Socialist economy 
pre-suppose restriction of private 
enterprise?” one of his listeners 
asked. 

“Of course,” Hitler replied, wher- 
ever private interests clash with 
the interests of the nation the good 
of the community must come be- 
fore profits to the individual. But 
that still leavés abundant room for 
private enterprise.”

Each 
day are to be seen heavily overloaded 
and broken-down coal trucks obstructing 
traffic while the three lanes of traffic 
must creep at a foot-pace around them. 
The trouble is at its peak from 7 to 8 
o'clock in the morning and from 4:30 to 

‘20 in the evening. 
: This letter is not written with the idea 
of keeping off the rod@@s or harassing the 
men who make their living by trucking 
in coal from “Hinois. It is to suggest that 
gome means be considered by which the 
rush hours on the bridge could be re- 
lieved of so many obstructions. Two 
possible means are the following: 

Since U. S. Highways 40 and 50 pass 
ever this bridge, the City might co-op- 
erate with the State Highway Depart- 
ment in weighing trucks starting up the 
east approach. A few small fines would 
discourage gross overloading of the 
trucks, and the lightened machines would 
have more chance of making the long 
crawl up the east approach. 

A second suggestion, perhaps imprac- 
ticable, would be for the City of East St. 
Louis, in co-operation with St. Louis, to’ 
work out a parking field in the vacant 
areas of the switching yards under the 
east approach where heavy trucks could 
be detained for one hour during the 
morning and evening rush hours. By al- 
lowing only passenger cars and light de- 
livery traffic during these periods, not 
only would the pace of traffic be speeded 
up, but a step would be taken toward 
eliminating some of the many bad acci- 
dents which occurred on the bridge last 
winter.

Here the Governor has his teeth in something 
truly vital. It is vital in two aspects. First, as the 
Governor shows, the NRA philosophy is antipathetic 
to American tradition. It fosters monopoly. at the 
expense of small business. It involvés—necessarily 
—a vast accretion of presidential powers, repugnant 
to the balance that should be preserved between Con- 
gress and executive. It means the creation of a 
vast bureaucracy and a vast body of bureaucratic 
decrees having the force of law. It means the aban- 
donment of free enterprise. It means the opening 
wedge to Socialism. 

Thus, at length, does the Republican candidate 
state the case against the NRA. The case, it is true, 
has already been made. It was made in the minds 
of the people, as a thousand indications showed, 
before the Supreme Court handed down its celebrated 
decision in the Schechter case. In that decision, 
every Justice concurring—the so-called liberal wing 
agreeing fully with the so-called conservatives—the 
case was completed with definite fimality. 
Second, Gov. Landon’s criticism is vital because 
not only has the President shown a stubborn adher- 
ence to the philosophy of the NRA and, therefore, a 
desire to change the whole course of the American 
system, but because the President has guardedly and 
by indirection challenged the authority of the Su- 
preme Court. From the time of his famous “horse- 
and-buggy” interview to the present, he has repeat- 
edly voiced his dissatisfaction with the disposition 
of New Deal legislation at the court’s hands. 
One of his most daring and significant statements 
was made in July, 1935, following the death of thé 
NRA in May of that year, in a letter to the chair- 
man of a subcommittee of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, as follows: “I hope your commit- 
tee will not permit doubts as to the constitutionality, 
however reasonable, to block the suggested legisla- 
tion.” The suggested legislation was the Guffey- 
Snyder coal bill, later passed by Congress and still 
later knocked out by the Supreme Court. 
The Guffey-Snyder coal bill was popularly known

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MR. WAECHTER AND THE FRA'IDS.

The pre- 
cinct reporting at 3 a. m. was overwhelmingly for 
him. : | 
What a study of the time element would prove in 
connection with the bond issue election, now under 
investigation, is, of course, unknown. But it is one 
of the aspects of the election that certainly should 
be handed to the present grand jury for examination. 
Failure of the board to find the time records brings 
to mind the words of the last grand jury: 


We were astounded at the apparently careless 
and negligent manner in which official records 
called for by the statutes of the State to be made 
and kept in the conduct of the Eléction Commis- 
sioners’ office were either kept or preserved. 

We found to our dismay that many such rec- 
ords were missing, many incomplete and many 
incorrect, and much necessary information not 
available; with the result that records which 
should have been of benefit to us in our inquiry 
were in many cases missing. 


What became of the time cards? ‘What became of 
other records sought by the grand jury? 
The condition of the board’s records, which dis- 
mayed the grand jury, is a sinister addition to the 
charges that have been made against the board, re- 
quests for whose removal are lying’ on Gov. Park’s 
desk as unfinished business. 
Not the least of the disquieting disclosures of the 
past weeks regarding the board is‘ the attitude of 
its chairman, James A. Waechter, as revealed in a 
newspaper interview last week. Confronted with in- 
disputable evidence of widespread fraud in the river- 
front bond issue election, this public official, charged 
by law with maintaining the sanctity of the ballot, 
made this remarkable statement: 


I think when the new grand jury makes an 
investigation of the bond issue election, it will 
find there is not much to the allegations of fraud. 
I do not look on this as something as serious as 
some people do. 


Here the chairman presumes to forecast what a 
grand jury which, at that time, had not even con- 
vened, would find, and, for himself, minimizes the 
seriousness of a showing that baHot boxes were 
stuffed, votes miscounted and various other crimes 
against the election laws committed. 
In face of such a showing, the chairman should 
be in the forefront of the demand to discover and 
punish the culprits. He should be the first to decry 
the rape of the election laws which are in his keep- 
ing. Instead, he does “not look on this as something 
as serious as some people do.” | 
We submit that Mr. Waechter has himself driven 
the last nail into his own official coffin.

HE year 1937 is to be one of second 
T thoughts in Congress. On nearly a score 
of important questions affecting the Gov- 
ernment and its citizens individually, pres- 
ent laws will expire by limitation. So legis- 
lators will be faced with the problem of per- 
mitting them to die or giving them a new 
lease of life, with or without alterations. 
The scope of these laws extends from the 
3-cent postage rate for first-class mai] to 
Federal gasoline taxes, from neutrality reg- 
ulations to power of the President to change 
the gold content of the dollan 
Coming as these limitation dates do in the 
first year after the country has an oppor- 
tunity of changing administration, they 
open the way for some sharp reversals in 
the policy should the electorate decide to 
change its leadership.

This was a 
power voted in the feverish days of the 
bank panic in 1933. It has been renewed 
from year to year. Actual need of the law 
on the basis of present conditions would ap- 
pear to be negiigible, in view of the huge 
gold reserve. The Reserve Board, however, 
has given no hint of its attitude. 

The Civilian Conservation Corps will be 
out of money at the end of March. The 
President has indicated that he wishes it 
continued indefinitely in the future. 

The next day, April 1, marks the end of 
the period within which modernization loans 
may be made by the Federal] Housing Ad- 
ministration. Loans on electric appliances 
advanced by the Electric Farm and Home 
Authority will cease two months earlier un- 
less Congress acts before Feb. 1. 

May 1 brings the end of the Neutrality 
Act. Since it was passed, all the signs have 
pointed to its revision and strengthening 
rather than its lapse. Seeing that its provi- 
sions are enforceable only in case of a war 
between nations, the Spanish civil war and 
the complications it has threatened to bring 
about have lain entirely outside the scope 
of possible action under the law. 


The first of the emergency powers to ex- 
pire (Jan. 30) are those granted to the 
President to alter the gold content of the 
dollar to any point between 50 and 60 per 
cent of its former value, to fix the weight 
of the silver dollar at a ratio in relation to 
the gold dollar and to permit unlimited coin- 
age of gold and silver at this ratio. 

Only one part of this grant of authority 
has been used—alteration of the gold con- 
tent of the dollar. The devaluation was close 
to the least possible under the law. The 
dollar's value was cut to 59 cents, although 
it might have been reduced to 50 cents. 

As for extension of this power, President 
Roosevelt has not definitely committed him- 
self, although reasons exist for believing he 
would favor it. There are definite indica- 
tions against any intention of further low- 
ering the dollar’s value. In the event of 
stabilization of currencies by international 
agreement, the President’s hand would be 
strengthened in negotiation by the posses- 
sion of authority to alter the dollar’s value. 
Gov. Landon, on the other hand, has com- 
mitted himself to seeking a dollar of fixed 
statutory value. The rigidity of his position, 
however, is tempered by the proviso that the 
fixing of its value must not work hardship 
to the domestic economy. Gov., Landon 
would also seek to restore the convertibility 
of paper money into gold. 
. oo 


June will tell whether or not the authority 
of the State Department to negotiate trade 
agreements is to be extended.

The law giving the Federal Government 
power to prevent interstate shipment of oil 
produced in excess of quotas set by states 
is due for reconsideration before the end of 
June.

On June 30, a number of excise taxes are 
due to expire which brought in more than 
$300,000,000 in revenue last year. These in- 
clude the gasoline tax and imposts on auto- 
mobiles, radios, refrigerators and amuse- 
ments. Their continuance will probably de- 
pend on how determined the administration 
is to balance the budget in 1938.

The best way to begin, I think, is 
py fixing it in our minds that if we 
mean what we have been saying for 
years, that we do not mean to be- 
come entangled in European con- 
flicts, then we must start at once 
dousing with great streams of cold 
water the propaganda which, _ by 
causing us to take sides passion- 
ately, would eventually entangle us 
in the conflict. For the news from 
Europe today is almost all of it 
tainted at its source, and it is the 
duty of writers and commentators 
to bring that fact home to the 
can people. 

- not mand to imply that the 
American correspondents in Europe 
are untrustworthy. With a few 
conspicuous exceptions, the corps 
of American correspondents abroad 
representing the news associations 
and the reputable newspapers are 
honorable men, devoted to the best 
traditions of the American press. 
But they would be the first to tell 
us. if they were back home, that 
in the: conditions which exist in 
Europe, from Spain to Russia, re- 
liable reporting of news must not 


be expected. : 

For, with the exception only of 
France, there is no great Power 
on the Continent in which there is 
not an absolute Government cen- 
surship. This means that nothing 
is printed or spoken over the radio 
which the Government does _ not 
wish to have said. And this means 
that an American newspaper man 
in Madrid with the Spanish loyalists 
or in Burgos with the rebels, in 
Rome, in Berlin, in Moscow, must 
make his own guess as to what he 
will believe and report to the Amer- 
ican newspaper reader. 

For all practicable purposes, he 
is unable to do what every good 
reporter does in the United States, 
to make an independent check on 
what the Government propaganda 
publishes. Now and then he may 
be able to talk privately to some 
critic of the Government. But he 
cannot depend much on the critics 
af the Government, principally be- 
cause the critics are not able to 
find out the truth—being excluded 
from power—and then because the 
critics do not dare to speak freely. 

Take, for example, the crucial 
question of armaments. In _ this 
country, in England, in any free 
nation, a foreign correspondent can 
obtain reasonably reliable informa- 
tion about the strength of the army 
and the navy from the congression- 
al hearings and debates on the ap- 
propriations for the military serv- 
lees. He cannot, of course, get at 
ail the military secrets. But he can 
get the main facts. 

He cannot do that in the cen- 
sored countries of Europe. He 
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knows about the German, the Ital- 
jan and the Russian armies only 
what the governments choose to 
have known, and he has no way 
of finding out whether they are ex- 
aggerating or are concealing their 
real strength. 

He does not even know what they 
are spending on armaments. For 
they do not have budgets; or, if 
they have them, the budgets are 
Chinese puzzles, and what they 
mean is never clarified by. parlia- 
mentary debate or newspaper criti- 
cism, But if you do not know the 
state of a country’s armaments and 
of its finances, there is no way of 
checking on the official promises, 
protestations and threats. There is 
no way of knowing whether they 
are a bluff or whether they mean 
business. The correspondents can- 
not go to see Stalin, Mussolini or 
Hitler and ask them. 


It is for this reason that all the 
news from Continental Europe 
should be read with the utmost 
skepticism. If I were the manag- 
ing editor-of a newspaper, I should 
try to find some way of distin- 
guishing it as plainly from ordinary 
news dispatches as advertisements 
are from reading matter. 

The news from tne Continental 
capitals is not the same kind of 
news as we get from Washington, 
the State capital, or the City Hall. 
It is censored at the source, it is 
propaganda from the start, and it 
has not been and could not have 
been independently checked, There- 
fore, it ought not to be read with 
the same confidence that real news 
is read. i 

If the American public does not 
wish to be taken for a ride in Eu- 
rope, it had better make up its 
mind to be from Missouri when it 
reads the Eurory >an news. And that 
applies not only to the news, but 
to the large, glib, melodramatic in- 
terpretations of that news. I mean 
the announcements that war is in- 
evitable, that the great showdown 
is at hand, the final Armageddon 
of Communism versus Fascism, or 
of liberal democracy versus au- 
tocracy. Those interpretations «re 
nothing but th battle cries of the 
European propaganda machines, 
and there is no reason in the world 
why the American people should 
submit to being bamboozled by 
them, 

on 

The recent incident in Spanish 
waters, when an American de- 
Stroyer was bombed by an airplane, 
is a sharp reminder of how vitally 
important it is to throw cold water 
on all news from Europe and all 
the excited interpretations of it. 
in order to have an effective policy 
of non-entanglement by such in- 
cidents, there must be a cool and 
collected public opinion in Amer- 
ica. 


The incident could not have been 
dealt with more honorably and 
reasonably than the President and 
Secretary Hull dealt with it. But 
suppose the affair had happened 
on land, and that Americans had 
been killed, and that the news of 
it had come to America through 
the censorship and propaganda 
offices of a prejudiced government, 
had come-in sensational form, had 
been written provocatively, it 
would not have been easy for the 
President and the Secretary of 
State to act so dispassionately. 

There will be other incidents, 
probably more tragic ones, if 
Europe does not quiet down, and so 
it is not one minute too early to 
start preparing the American peo- 
ple for the difficult and necessary 
business of keeping their heads on 
their shoulders, their shirts on 
their backs and their feet on the 
ground,

In 1900 he 
came to the United States, estab- 
lishing himself so quickly and firm- 
ly that he was engaged for tours 
every other year until in 1914 he 
decided to reside here permanently 
and became a citizen. In 1909 he 
married Clara Clemens, herself a 
singer of distinction, a contralto 
who appeared frequently in joint 
recital with him.

Vigorous G. O. P. Campaign. 


The Republicans have for more 
than two months waged a vigorous 
campaign in Maine, receiving con- 
siderable aid from the National 
Committee. For the most part the 
campaign has taken the form of a 
broadside attack on the New Deal 
and most of its works. Almost noth- 
ing has been said, however, by 
either side about the Passamaquod- 
dy tidal power project, defended by 
President Roosevelt and damned by 
the Republicans nationally. Besides 
Landon’s visit, Col. Frank Knox, 
vice-presidential candidate, spent 
two days in the state and made sev- 
eral speeches. More than $50,000 
was contributed to the State Com- 
mittee by wealthy Republicans out- 
side the state, the du Ponts, Mor- 
gan, the Rockefellers and others. 

In contrast, the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee has sought to 
give the appearance of leaving 
Maine to its own devices. Gov. 
Earle of Pennsylvania made one or 
two political speeches and Secre- 
tary of Labor Frances Perkins 
talked about social security, but no 
major Democrats have come in 
from the outside. Nevertheless, the 
Democrats have kept close watch 
on the course of political events 
here. They have been constantly 
prodding Gov. Brann, who has not 
been sympathetic to the National 
Administration, to a more ardent 
defense of the New Deal. And they 
sent Norman Baxter, one of their 
most capable publicity experts, to 
direct the Portland Evening News, 
an evening paper in which a half 
dozen Democrats have an interest. 
In the columns of the News, Bax- 
ter has laid down an unceasing 
barrage’of New Deal propaganda 
which has been reprinted and dis- 
tributed free as campaign litera- 
ture. 

Relief is not an important factor 
in the election as the relief rolls 
have dwindled markedly. Maine is 
prosperous. One of the most suc- 
cessful tourist seasons in the his- 
tory of the state has just ended and 
potatoes are bringing a high price.

ARGUMENTS ON WILL 
OF COL. GREEN TODAY 


Widow and Sister Contend for 
Control of $80,000,000 
Estate. 


By the Associated Press. 
ELIZABETHTOWN, N. Y., Sept. 


14.—Two women contended here to- 
day in a legal contest for control 
of the $80,000,000 fortune left by 
Col. Edward H. R. Green, son of 
Hetty Green, the eccentric railroad 
queen. Preliminary arguments 
were ordered before Surrogate 
Harry Owen. A will, filed at Port 
Henry last month, left the entire 


estate to Col. Green’s sister, Mrs. 
Matthew Astor Wilks, of New York 
City. 

As the hearing opened, Spencer 
Eddy of Saratoga Springs, counsel 
for the widow, deciared that he had 
received “an alleged copy of an al- 
leged will” supposed to have been 
made in 1932. 

He said he was not offering this 
will because he was not sure of its 
authenticity, but he told Judge 
Owen it left $1,000,000 or $1,500,000 
in various bequests and left the re- 
mainder to the widow.” 

A further hint of the existence 

of a later will was contained in a 
petition filed by counsel for Mrs. 
Green, who lives at South Dart- 
mouth, Mass. 
In this, Mrs. Green sought au- 
thority to open safe deposit boxes 
in three New York City banks to 
discover whether there were other 
wills. The same petition asked for 
authority to search the apartment 
formerly occupied by Col. Green in 
the Sherry-Netherlands Hotel, New 
York City. 


Col. Green died in Lake Placid 
last June 8. Mrs. Green was named 
permanent administratrix of the 
estate in Texas. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Wilks filed the 
document drawn in March, 1908, 
nine years before Green was mar- 
ried. It named his mother sole 
beneficiary and in the event of her 
death, the entire estate was to pass 
to his sister, Mrs. Wilks. 

Hetty Green died in 1916. She 
left her $100,000,000 estate in equal 
shares to Col. Green and Mrs. 
Wilks, but stipulated that neither 
her son’s wife, nor her daughter’s 
husband could inherit it. 

A year later Col. Green married 
Mabel Harlow. His wedding gift 
to her was $500,000 in cash and 
$125,000 in bonds. 


Legal Question Involved. 

The question that interested law- 
yers was whether the will offered 
for probate in this State would be 
acceptable in view of the fact that 
it made no provision for the 
widow. 

Under Texas law, Mrs. Green is 
entitled to all personal property ac- 
crued by her husband subsequent 
to their marriage. Some lawyers 
in Texas said the will would be 
valid, except that the widow is en- 
titled to share in property acquired 
after mar ‘ 

Likewise, a belief was expressed 
in the Attorney-General’s office at 
Albany that as the pair had no 
children, the document would be 
upheld. 

Col. Green had extensive holdings 
in Texas, Florida and New York. 
He maintained a large estate, 
Round Hill, at South Dartmouth, 


New York, Texas and Massachu- 
setts have announced an intention 
to obtain a share of the Green for- 
tune in inheritance taxes. 

A pre-nuptial agreement in which 
the widow was represented as hav- 
ing renounced all claim to this es- 
tate was introduced by attorneys 
for the Colonel’s sister, who claims

West opened the diamond king 
and, when his partner played the 
eight, followed with the ace and an- 
other diamond, which East ruffed.

In national tournaments it hardly 
is likely that’ any of the declarers 
would have failed to figure out 
“this only danger,” but, neverthe- 
less, as I said before, only two of 
them found the proper line of play 
to guard against it. 

At every table the ace of hearts 
was laid down to investigate the 
trump situation. This, of course, was 
correct since a follow by both East 
and West would have allowed de- 
clarer to spread his cards. But 
when it was found that West held 
the outstanding three trumps only 
two declarers embarked on the 
proper line of play. They continued 
to lead out trumps until, with one 
remaining, all hands were reduced 
to four cards. Declarer’s were one

Dear Mrs. Post: Will you please 
explain where olives, as well as 
celery, radishes, etc., are placed 
when passed around the table, and 
also where one is supposed to put 
the olive pits? 

Answer: Olives, radishes and 
celery are put on the bread and 
butter plate if there is one, other- 
wise on the edge of the plate from 
which one is eating.

Dear Mrs. Post: How much of 
a cob of corn may be buttered at 
one time, and may the salt be 
shaken from an individual salt pot 
as needed, or must it first be put 
on the plate and then spread with 
the knife? 
Answer: Butter is spread across 
length, or possibly the 
whole length, of two rows at a time 
with an individual butter’ knife. 
The more butter you take the 
shorter the length should be. Salt 
is taken directly on the cob from 
an individual shaker. If there are 
general shakers, then you would, 
of course, take the salt you need 
on your plate. This is also true 
when the salt “won’t shake.” Or 
there is no objection to perhaps the 
most convenient method of all, that 
of mixing salt and pepper with the 
butter, then spreading it all at 
one time. 


Dear Mrs. Post: (1) When only 
one wine is served through dinner, 
are wine glasses supposed to be 
removed before dessert? (2) Ata 
formal dinner, when several wines 
are served, is any one left for des- 
sert? 

Answer: (1) No. (2) Correctly 
speaking, champagne is the only 
wine to be served with dessert. The 
sherry glass is removed at the end 
of the soup course and white wine 
removed with the fish course, and 
the champagne continued through 
to the end of dinner. (Port, of 
course, when served, comes last of 
all.)

now encourage their sons and 
daughters to engage. Boys are tak- 
ing to it enthusiastically and in 
large numbers, Votaw reports, al- 
though he knows of only one Chin- 
est woman journalist, a society edi- 
tor in Shanghai. 

But while he has been teaching 
them, the Chinese have taught 
Maurice Votaw a thing or two, also, 
which ma him critical of some 
conditions here at home, brought 
strikingly to his attention after his 
long absence. For one thing, we 
appear to him, by contrast, an un- 
happy, discontented people. 

“People here accept the blessings 
of so many modern’ mechanical 
contrivances and conveniences as 
a matter of course,” he observes, 


i“In China they belong only to péo- 


ple who can afford them. People 
here seem to think they are en- 
titled to everything, that the world 
owes them a living. They appear 
miserable and make everybody else 
miserable when they don’t get it. 
Whereas, in China, if a man is 
existing on only one meal a day, he 
will be pleasant and give you a 
smile. A coolie who never has 
owned a pair of shoes in his life, 
nor more than a pair of short pants 
and a loose cotton coat, which he 
dons when he is resting, will pull 
you in a jin-ricksha two miles over 
cobblestone streets for 6 cents, give 
you a smile when you pay him and 
clamor for the privilege of pulling 
you next time he sees you. Here 
a taxi driver, otherwise well paid, 
rolling along on a cushioned seat 
and pneumatic tires over smooth 
pavement, will sneer at a 6-cent 
tip.” 

Then our children—they are 
shockingly bad mannered. “Amer- 
ican and English born children be- 
ing reared in China are much better 
behaved,” he declared. “They ab- 
sorb politeness from their amah, 
their Chinese nurse, whose control- 
ing principle is khwe-tsu. How 
shall I Romanize that word?” he 
pondered. “There is no English 
equivalent. It means something 
more than courtesy, consideration, 
politeness. Something more sin- 
cere. Khwe-tsu is ingrained in the 
Chinese and a caretaker of children 
would ‘lose face’ if she failed to 
instill it in her charges. She would

HEN the rush and hurry and 
T impotiteness on our highways 

impress him as much as result- 
ant accidents. “In Shanghai,” he 
said, ‘““‘where the streets are narrow 


other vehicles. You must keep your 
place in line and move patiently 
with the slowest.” 


Chinese people are as honest as 
they are courteous, too, he main- 
tains. The “squeeze” we read about, 
the rake-off exacted with each pur- 
chase, is a legitimate commission 
as established by custom. 

“You trust your servant to do 
your purchasing since you cannot 
bargain in Chinese,” he explained. 
“He buys your supplies and charges 
you a reasonable price. He may 
make a profit as a middleman does 
in this country. Most often the 
profit comes from the tradesman 
who allows him a certain commis- 
sion for bringing him your custom 
and it is the tradesman who really 
loses by the transaction. Of course, 
if you are all the time accusing 
your servant of stealing,. you are 
going to put ideas of dishonesty 
into his‘head, When a cook is paid 
25 Shanghai dollars a month, about 
$7.50 in our money, it is hardly rea- 
sonable to accuse him of dishon- 
esty. And out of that ‘squeeze,’ 
your native cook must feed himself 
since he cannot eat Western food. 
He eats \meat seldom, subsists 
chiefly on stéamed rice and green 
vegetables.” 

Maurice Votaw is one of the num- 
erous students of the late Walter 
Williams, first dean of the Missouri 
University School of Journalism and 
before his death president of the 
state university, who have found a 
ready welcome in journalistic po- 
sitions in the Orient. Dean Wil- 
liams, so well beloved by all of his 
profession in this country, became, 
on many vacation trips to the Ori- 
ent, a sort of journalistic missionary 
to China and Japan. So much so 
that powerful interests in the East 
endeavored to induce him to aban- 
don his work here and apply his 
journalistic ideals there. Failing 
that, China and Japan continuously 
have drawn upon Missouri School 
of Journalism graduates for leader- 
ship in newspaper’ enterprises. 
Right now in Shanghai alone il 
graduates of our school of journal- 
ism, five Americans-and six Chinese 
educated here, occupy Key positions 
in the newspaper field, as managers 
of papers and of press associations, 
as correspondents for important 
English and American papers, as 
editors and teachers of journalism. 
Others have found places on news- 
papers elsewhere in,the East. Vo- 
taw had his choice: between start- 
ing a department .of journalism 
in Pieping University and heading 
one in St. John’s Episcopal Univer- 
sity at Shanghai. Being an Episco- 
palian, he chose the latter. He re- 
ports flourishing conditions in the 
newspaper field in that city. With 
a foreign population of 45,000, 
Shanghai supports three morning 
dailies and one afternoon paper 
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Maurice Votaw.

“We do all our teaching in the 
English language,” he said “al- 
though my teaching staff are 
natives, Western educated. Stu- 
dents take their entrance examina- 
tions in English and must have six 
years of English to enter the school. 
This seems hardly fair to the Chi- 
nese, since no American newspaper 
men I know read or speak Chinese. 
They gather their news through in- 
terpreters. But it is necessary and 
practical because of the many dia- 
lects in China. Each province has 
its own dialect not understood. It 
may not be similar in a single sound 
to the dialect of a province 50 miles 
away. But all educated Chinese are 
bi-lingual. If they can afford it, 
they are almost invariably Western 
educated. There is a movement to 
standardize the language, but since 
there is no free education, it is slow 
going. 

“It is almost impossible to have 
an American style journal printed 
in Chinese characters, since all 
Chinese printing must be done by 
hand-set type,” said he.
